Grape Cutting 
By FRED JENSEN 
Farm Advisor 

All grape varieties commonly 
grown in California are propaga- 
ted by cuttings. Generally these 
cuttings are grown for a year in 
a nursery row before being plant- 
ed in the vineyard, sometimes, 
however, cuttings are planted di- 
rectly in the field. 

Cuttings should be taken from 
well-matured canes of medium 
size. The best cuttings are obtain- 
ed from the base of the canes. Cut- 
tings may be stored in moist sand 
but best results may be had by 
planting immediately and early 
in the winter if possible.

Veteran’s Bonus Plan 
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Destroyed Wheat - 
Acreage May Be 
Replanted 


Wheat acreage that has been 
destroyed due to causes beyond 
the control of the producer may 
be replaced by new seedings; .un- 
der certain circumstances, without 
effecting the producer’s eligibili- 
ty for price support, the Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administra- 
tion county committee announced 
this week. 

The new ruling will allow sub- 
stitution of an additional acreage 
of wheat, subsequently seeded 
with prior approval of the county 
committee, for the een ore acre- 
age. 

Te be eligible for price support 
on the 1950 crop, a producer must 
not seed wheat in excess of the 
acreage allotment established for 
his farm, says L. D. Flory, PMA 
committee chairman. Where an 
acreage of wheat has been des- 
troyed by causes beyond the con- 
trol of the farm operator, reseed- 
ing has been permitted on the des- 
troyed acreage... 

The change has been made to 
allow for replacement on farms 
where it would not be prudent 
to replant wheat on the same acre- 
age where thé crop was destroyed.

Black Measles 
In Vineyards 


Black measles may be control- 
led by spraying with a sodium 
arsenite solution during the dor- 
mant season. If the number of 
grapevines affected by the disease 
is large enough to warren con- 
trol, the whole vineyard should 
be sprayed since the same vines 
do not normally have the disease 
year after year. 

When spraying, all the old wood 
should be thoroughly drenched. 
Farm Advisor Fred Jensen says 
this is best done by using a course 
spray at fairly low pressure. Vines 
may be sprayed before or after 


| pruning, but a three weeks inter 


val must elapse after pruning be- 
fore spraying is done. The sodium 
arsenite is sold in a stock solution 
and one gallon of this stock solu- 
tion is mixed with 150 gallons 
of water. Spraying must be com- 
Pleted before the buds begin to 
swell in the spring. 


Production of grain on soils of 
medium or low fertility can fre- 
quently be increased by fertiliz- 


ing. Apply about 150 Ibs. per acre’ 


of ammonium pitrate on sandy 
loam soils and 260 Ibs. of ammo- 
phos 16-20 om heavy soils. ‘

try’ and much too large. Many 
residents of the district, as Mr. 
Brown recalls, believed that five 
or 10 acres was sufficient for the 
school and that the 30 acres 
acquired by the board was exces- 
sive. 

The board was also critized for 
building such a large auditorium 
since. it was contended that it 
would never be filled. Actually it 
was filled at the school dedication 
ceremony, has been filled many 
times since and will not now ac- 
Gomodate all persons who desire 
to attend graduation ceremonies. 

Another idea that was consider- 
ed somewhat close to fantastic at 
the time the school was built was 
a set-back on Olive and on Jaye 
streets for a parking area. Mr.
